VALLEY LANDS A R El 
PRAISED BÍ VISITOR 


W. C. Swallow, of Sumpter Coun­ 
ty, and Montgomery , an Illinois far­ 
mer transplanted to the South, is In 
Morgan County making examinations 
of farm lands for a large land bank 
in Montgomery, but firat and foremost 
the visitor is a farmer 
Mr. Swallow was asked tike direct 
question: "Is it a fact, as has been *o 
often stated of late, that Tennessee 
Valley lands are as good as the north­ 
ern and western lands?” 
He replied "They certainly are. I 
know that Tennessee Valley lands are 
suitable for many kinds of crops. And 
besides I have farmed In Mississippi, 
and found the soil responsive to good 
treatment. 
“You might be Interested to 
know 
that although born and traineJTñ Illi­ 
nois, that in 1917, I raised 476 bales 
of cotton in the Delta on 600 acres of 
land.” 
The Montgomery Advertiser of last 
Sunday showed Mr. Swallow to be a 
stock farmer in Bumpter county and 
that paper carried a pictue of his prize 
winning Hereford steer, which at 15 
months of age weighed 1175 pounds. 
Must Have Faith 
It warf explained by tho (visitor 
that faith in each other’s ability, faith 
in the farmers of Morgan County, and 
faith In the business people of the 
county must be the basis of success. 
After that Mr. Swallow said diver­ 
sified farming should be taken up 
with a vim. He declared that while he 
had nothing to take back about the
